THE KING AND HIS TROOPS, 


1 HE entire nation has been gratified by the news that HIs 
MAJESTY THE KING is at the front with his troops. His visit to the. 
battle zone sets the final stamp upon the gravity of the crisis 
and the imperious necessity of this hour of National destiny, for not 
since the reign of GEORGE THE SECOND has a British Sovereign 
come among the fighting ranks ofhis Army. Hs MAJESTY’S presence 
at the front gives additional proof—if any were needed—of the 
gallantry and devotion with which he carries out the burdensome 
duties of his exalted station; and it will provide a new inspiration to 
the nation whose position in the world is at stake. Nor assuredly will 
the example which THE KING sets be lost upon his: Jewish subjects 
who have always thrown themselves with unflinching ardour into the 
cause of the land that is so dear to them and who feel that the fight 
being waged by the Allies is not only in a just and a righteous cause 


in itself but must make for the liberation of Jews among other subject 
races of the world. | 


ANOTHER LIE NAILED. 


IN October last we published an extract from an interview 
printed in the New York Sun which a representative of that 
journal was alleged to have been granted by the Russian Ambassador 
at .Washington, M. BAKMETEFF. .- The Ambassador is reported to 
have said that it was a mistake to think that the Russian Jews had 
been promised certain concessions; that the services of Jews in the 
Russian Army were not particularly desired; that Russia had no need 
for Jewish soldiers; and that no special promises were made to Jews 
with a view to their enlistment. The spirit underlying these remarks 
was in such complete contrast to several friendly manifestations in 
evidence in Russia, and had the appearance of such a diplomatic 
gaucherie that we felt some doubt about their entire accuracy, and 
merely printed the statements without comment. We now learn from 
a communication kindly sent us by Professor RICHARD GOTTHEIL, 
that the Ambassador immediately despatched a telegram to the paper 
repudiating the interview, and declaring that he had not even set eyes 
upon the reporter. The journal itself has expressed its regret, and, 
according to our informant, has discharged not only the reporter, but 
the sub-editor who passed the copy.” 


Negative and Positive. 


WE are very glad—-whatever may be the true origin of this piece of 
journalistic enterprise—that the incident has ended in this way. It is 
re-assuring to know that a high diplomatic official of the TSAR is not 
sneering at Jewish soldiers while their leaders are trumpeting their 
virtues. At the same time we would point out that the disclaimer of 
M. BAKMETEFF, gratifying though it be, has only a _ negative 
quality. What we, and many non-Jews on both sides of the Atlantic 
would rejoice to see, would be some positive act on the part of the 
Government ‘M. BAKMETEFF represents, announcing a mitigation 
of Jewish sufferings. It is an appalling thing, for instance, to be told 
by Prince DOLGORUKOFF that dying Jews sent home from the front 
are deprived of the last solace of a visit from their friends if the 
hospitals are situated outside the Pale of Settlement. © Kussia is 
to-day Britain’s ally, and because that is her relation to this country 
we feel it our right and duty to insist that the alliance which is now 
fighting in so worthy a cause would 
and sympathy, drawn from the favourable sentiment of all the world, 
if the system which produced such cruelties were swept away. None 
the less, we ate pleased to know that the unfortunate words attributed 
to M. BAKMETEFF were an entire fabrication, and, as our corres- 
pondent, Professor GOTTHEIL, observes, it will not be difficult for any 
of our readers to fix the source of the scandalous untruth. 

A TRUE CONJOINT COMMITTEE. 

WE desire strongly to emphasise the feiterated and forcible 
appeal which Mr. Louis KLETZ, of Manchester, addresses to our 
columns this week on behalf of a strengthened and more repre- 
sentative Conjoint Committee to deal with the present highly critica] 
situation. It must be apparent that the Jewish race has arrived at a 
turning point in its long career. Dangers loom ahead, and oppor- 
tunities are presented which come only rarely in the story of any 
people. The future of the Jews in Eastern Europe, the destinies of 
Jewry as a people for many generations, will be sealed decisively. 
’ Who is to voice the hopes and‘aspirations of the Jewish race—if they 
are to be voiced at all? In the presence of the cataclysmal circum- 
stances of “ these stormy times,”’ we must at least take care that the 
voice that is heard is powerful, and that it utters the united sentiments 
of Jewry. Now we have said before that the public spirit ot the 
Conjoint Committee, as at present constituted, and its inestimable 
work, are fully appreciated ; but has the Committee the power at this 
momentous juncture to mould the coming decisions of international 
-— diplomacy i a sense favourable to the Jewish people ? Nobedy can say, 
without straining the facts, that the Committee, isolated as so many of its 
members are; from some of the main currentsof Jewish thought, has the 
. ‘jnfluence and the weight, that.can alone. attract the interest of the

of Jewry, seeing that its members run counter to, and have held 
studiously aloof from, some of the most potent ideals that rule the 
mind and heart of the race. Therefore we urge that the moment has 
come when the Conjoint Committee should widen its ambit so 
that it may be equal to the tremendous emergency that has arisen, and 
may attempt the by no means impossible task of hammering out a pro- 
gramme representative of the aspirations of the race as a whole. 
‘*Autres Temps.” 


AFTER all, it can never be forgotten that these are’no ordinary times. 
The Conjoint Committee was fashioned in years of comparative calm, 
but the situation has undergone a revolutionary change. A totally 
different set of circumstances confronts us from those in which the- 
Committee has been accustomed to act; and the Committee cannot, 
and we are sure will not, contend that their right to speak for the race 
in earlier days extends to the abnormal times that are now upon us. 
If the Committee should remain upon its present narrow, and at best 
partially representative basis, the danger is that important sections of 
Jewish thought will find through it no expression. This in turn will 
mean not only that the position of the Committee itself will be weakened, 
but, as Mr. KLETZ points out, that its representations to the Powers 
will be challenged, and perhaps repudiated, with a result that may 
spell overwhelming disaster for the Jewish people. We want to avoid 
so distressing a. calamity; and it is. for this reason that we 
entreat, the responsible Jews of this country to ponder well before 
neglecting the plea of Mr. KLETZ and the many who think with him. 
Let it not be ‘said in the future that this body, which has often 
done good service, was unable to rise to the gravity of the events of 
this annus mirabilis, and that it failed the good cause in its hour of 
supreme need. We know that it is urged against our plea in certain 
quarters that the Conjoint Committee cannot be enlarged or extended 
without some new bye-law or the other. But surely the resources of:

WHAT WAR MEANS. 


NE or two observations concerning the War which have been made 
previously in these columns it is desirable here to repeat. England 
never entered a War with cleaner hands, nor with a clearer con- 

science. She unsheathed the sword only when honour and 
national obligations demanded. Up to the last moment she strained every 
nerve to maintain peace. She, with the Allies that are ranged at her side, 
are pursuing a just anda righteouscause. The fight against Prussian Militarism 
is a struggle of right against wrong. The Waris a War which is being waged 
for objects that should appeal to us as Jews. Not alone are these objects 
in pursuance of the predominance of the great moral forces which alone 
should govern the International relations of mankind, but they involve the 
protection of the subject races and little nationalities, and hence the protec- 
tion and the safeguarding of Jews as a people. The crushing of Prussian 
Militarism will be the crushing of a large element which has_ tended 
to Russian persecution of the Jews. Apart from all sentiment that may 
animate us as Jews, as the Jewish people, our loyalty and devotion—richly, 
fully and completely deserved by this blessed land—impels us as Jewishcitizens 
of this country to sacrifice ourselves in its aid at this hour of its need. Apart 
from our duty and our desire to do our duty as citizens of this great country 
as Jews, we know and feel that the struggle in which England is engaged 
is a struggle for right and justice and freedom against the tyrariny of over- 
bearing; of truth and honour against international disingenuousness and 
diplomatic evasion. The fact that, allied with England in this great 
struggle is Russia, distinguished as the persecutor of our people, we are 
content, in deference to our love of this country, and the demands of our 
Jewish kinship, to ignore. We believe that the end of this war will find Russia 
a different land—a Westernised and liberalised land, in comparison with 
what Russia was before, the War began. We _ believe that the 
breaking down of the overweening military power of Germany will remove 
a fruitful source of the. fear which animated Russian statesmen, and 
impelled them to the insane policy of “ Russification,’”’ which is at the root 
of the Jewish trouble in the land of the Tsar. These are sentiments 
previously expressed. They are purposely set down here in order that they 
may be reiterated. England's quarrel is just; England’s War is righteous, 
but—

But just because of the sentiments that animate us; of the belief that is in 
us as to the justness of the nation’s cause ; just because we are infused with 
all the sentiments expressed, it is necessary for us to ask ourselves—Are we 
not thinking’ only of the justice of our cause; of the righteousness of out 
quartel, and not at all—or too little—of the means that are being taken to 
enforce the position Britain has with such abundant good faith taken up before 
the world? We naturally ponder what we are fighting for, and there is the 
danger that we may so concentre our minds upon that aspect that we never 
stop to ask ourselves or endeavour to realise and understand what the fight 
means. Few of us stop to think what war means. We read day by 
day of the movements to and fro of the troops; of the victories won here 
and the defeats inflicted there: of the ground gained here, or the ground given 
there ; of the deeds of valour and the acts of heroism which thrill us with 
sympathetic pride—we think of these, we pin our minds to the righteousness 
of our cause. We seldom ask ourselves or endeavour to realise and 
understand what War is.

We all of us have vague ideas about the horrors of War. Ask the 
proverbial ‘* man in the street.” and he will tell you that War is terrible ; 
he will tell you, in the pungent sentence of a famous American, that ‘ War 
is Hell!” He knows, only in an almost subconscious manner, that War 
means pain and sflering and death, mutilation, ruin and despair, fire and 
loot and murder and rapine-—he knows that- War means Hell, if it be not 
a libel upon Hell to compare War ‘with it. And yet to realise fully and vividly 
what War means is for the average marf 4 difficulty with which he will not 
cope, and which he cannot overcome. For one. thing the average man 
Jooks upon War only from the point of view of me side on which he 
happens to be. He comes to ignore the fact that wha: 1s hell to his side 
is equally hell for the side opposed to his. He hears of thousands of enemies 
slaughtered in, perhaps, one-hundredth part of a thousand in minutes, 
and a wave of satisfaction flows through his soul, Yet be the slain 
enemies or friends, English or French; Belgians or Russians ; Germans, 
Austrians, or Turks, every bullet that slays a man finds its billet in the 
heart of a dear one who has been left behind; every burst of shrapnel 
finds its echoing torrent. in the sorrow and the tears of those who mourn a 
dear one, wounded, mauled, maimed, dead! Do we, any but a very few 
. may be, of us understand what War to-day really is?

We read day by 
day of the movements to and fro of the troops; of the victories won here 
and the defeats inflicted there: of the ground gained here, or the ground given 
there ; of the deeds of valour and the acts of heroism which thrill us with 
sympathetic pride—we think of these, we pin our minds to the righteousness 
of our cause. We seldom ask ourselves or endeavour to. realise and 
understand what War is. 

We all of us have vague ideas about the horrors of War. Ask the 

proverbial “man in the street.” and he will tell you that War is terrible ; 
he will tell you, in the pungent sentence of a famous American, that ‘ War 
is Hell!” He knows, only in an almost subconscious manner, that War 
means pain and sifiering and death, mutilation, ruin and despair, fire and 
loot and murder and rapine—he knows that War means Hell, if it be not 
a libel upon Hell to compare War ‘with it. And yet to realise fully and vividly 
what War means is for the average marf 4 difficulty with which he will not 
cope, and which he cannot overcome. [or One. thing the average man 
Jooks upon War only from the point of view of ine side on which he 
happens to be. He comes to ignore the fact that wha: 1s hell to his side 
- js equally hell for the side opposed to his. He hears of thousands of enemies 
slaughtered in, perhaps, one-hundredth part of a thousand in minutes, 
and a wave of satisfaction flows through his soul. Yet be the slain 
enemies or friends, English or French; Belgians or Russians; Germans, 
Austrians, or Turks, every bullet that slays a man finds its billet in the 
heart of a dear one who has been left behind; every burst of shrapnel 
finds its echoing torrent in the sorrow and the tears of those who mourn a 
- dear one, wounded, mauled, maimed, dead! Do we, any but a very few 
_ may be, of us understand what War to-day really is ?

To try and realise what war is as fought in these days is conceivably. 
mpossible. for one who is not taking part in the terrible business. That. is 
the almost universal testimony of those who‘have borne their part in action, 
Yet all of us cannot be in the trencheg,mor can all of us be in the field of | 


battle. The field of war is a wider area. It is the business of all in the 

field of battle to know what battle is. It is the business of all in the field » 
of war to try and realise what war means. Here is a sentence or two that 
may possibly bring to our minds what war is :— | |

All wars present new features, and this war of the nations is ne 
exception tothe rule. . . Some of the distinguishing characteristics 
were certainly foreseen. It was expected that the next great warwould 
be an exodus of peoples and not only a combat of armies; that all 
males of a mi iy age except cripples would eventually count ; that.all i 
the living forces of belligerent nations would be thrown into the war + 
furnace; that the war would attain to its maximum of violence within a 
few weeks; that tremendous efforts would be made to gain initial 
successes; that the strain upon nations would be so terrible that it 
could not be borne for long’; that the figting, while it lasted, would be 
bitter, protracted, and stubborn; that it would be a war of masses of 
men and of masses of money; that after a short time there would be 
few of the old Regular officers left except some senior commanders 
and higher staffs; that a war could only end by the annihilation of one: 
party or the complete exhaustion of both; and, in short, that the 
victor would devour the vanquished and then probably die of indigestion. 
) The war furnace has been at white heat from the first, and 
it has already killed or scorched two million men at least. Whole regi- 
ments, and even brigades and divisions, vanish from sight and are heard 
of no more. Men’s lives, millions of money, are spent with prodigal 
hands. It is a steeplechase of national impoverishment in which the 
best-staying people win, if winning it can be called.. It is also dreadfully 
drab, There is dirt everywhere. . . . . 
All the spectacular side of war has gone, never to reappear. The 
general no longer rides at the head of his legions, if indeed he ever rides 
at all. Far inthe rear, almost out of sound-range of the guns, in most 
modest headquarters, perhaps in a railway train, he directs, if we can 
call it directing, the movements of his armies. Near by in some field 
the masts for the wireless;in every direction airlines and cables; 
in some inner room, pouring over the map by 
the . operations branch, the Commander-in-Chief, endeavour- 
ing to piece together news and to make things as unpleasant 
as he ean for his distant enemy. Inthe field, no more the clatter and 
jingle of the squadrons, but lines of men clothed perhaps like infantry, 
and fighting like infantry too, with nothing but their spurs to disclose 
that they belong to the cavalry at all. Trenches and always trenches, 
and within range of the concealed guns invisibility the supreme law, and 
nothing showing above the surface of the ground. Day after day the 
butchery of the unknown by the unseen, and events decided by the 
greatest mass of projectiles hurled simultaneously in the general direc- 
tion of the enemy. 
And the writer ends with the strongest condemnatien of war that words 
ean find. He says: War has become stupid!”

They are not the words of some “German Jew Banker.”

peace-monger; they are not—to use Mr. Zangwill’s phrase—" the voice of 
Jerusalem,’ and hence suspect in the minds of some because Jewish; nor 
are- they the voice of Berlin and so damned at the very breath. They are 
extracts, if you please, from a couple of articles that have appeared within 
the last few days from the pen of the Military Correspondent of the Times. 
They are thus surely beyond cavil even bythe most © Treitschked”’ of Bern- 
hardi-sodden Junkers, or the British equivalent, in a poor anemic apostle let 
us hope, of that abnormal productioa of Twentieth Century Kultur. 


War has become stupid. That is more eloquent than anything 
Norman Angell has written. It is more condemnatory than anything 
that Tolstoy has. said about it. Even Zangwill’s “War God” 
would miss the mark that would be found by this eloquently 
simple sentence. A Military Correspondent declares that War is 
stupid! Those were not wrong who have thought of this War as a War that 
may end War. War has survived and can yet survive cruelty and lust; 
legalised criminality, butchering, hacking, murdering, torturing—everything

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that is devilish in devilment. But it is doubtful whether it will survive, now 
that a Military Correspondent of a paper like the Times declares that this 
War has reduced war to stupidity. As we write, the wicked stupidity of War 
still goes on. Menin droves are thrown into the powder furnace—Man against 
Gun. As we write, war so stupid that even a Military Correspondent of the 
Timesis forced soto declare it, proceeds withthe vigour which man most shows 
when he is most stupid. Dowe ever stop to think what War really is ? As 
revealed to us by this Military Correspondent, ought we not—our cause 
righteous as itis, our quarrel justas it is—to bow our heads for shame ?. For 
shame to think that at this period of man's development, in this twentieth 
century of civilisation, that with all the striving of men. towards 
ethical beauty, with all the reaching of men towards a higher altitude, with 
all the preaching and the philosophising, and the learning and science and 
art and culture, we have discovered no better method of settling our dis. 
putes than to hang up our enemies on barbed wire like crows ? To stick 
our enemies with bayonets like pigs? And to feel—let us acknowledge 1t 
—something like satisfaction when the newspapers tell us that they cannot 
stand the steel and that they squeal when they are “ pricked.” It is incredible 


that Christians who have preached for 1,900 years the gospel of * Peace on_ 


earth and goodwill towards men,” who have told of God taking upon Himself 
human formin order to preach unto mankind the doctrine of love, of mercy, of 


fellowship, the hatred of brutality—all that Christianity means and that the 


doctrine of Christianity.teaches—can feel anything but ashamed when they 
read what War has come to mean in all its ghastly stupidity as detailed by 
‘the Military Correspondent of the Tiwres. | 
And we Jews need not be one step behind in our shame. There is not 
a pin to choose between the bankruptcy. of Christianity and the 


-qjnsolvency of Judaism as manifested by War—stupid War which 


is still to-day the one means fixed for settling disputes between 
people and people. How many. thotsands of vears have gone 
by since our prophets spoke of “beating swords into ploughshares 
and spears into pruning - hooks,” and “learning War no more. 
The stirring voice of the Prophet of Israel has left only its 
pimping, puling echo to which we turn a deaf ear. ° Jerusalem,” 
which we so named as an indication of our faithfulness to the ideals of 
Peace, must grin at us—its own weight of armaments just now notwith- 
standing—as the Palace of Peace at the Hague grins sardonically at the 
modern devotees whoraised it. We Jews, too, think of the righteousness 
of the cause we favour in accordance with the citizenship we hold. We 
ponder on the truth and justice and’’correctness’’ of our position. 
We here in England, like our’ brethren in other combatant 
lands, are standing up shoulder to shoulder with the Nation we 


love, and we give no heed to the means by. which Nations are enforcing 


what they deem to be their rights. We give no heed to the fact that our 
enemies—wrong and deluded as we believe them to be—yet believe them- 
selves to be as right as we know ourselves to be. The youth of Germany, 
the flower of Germany’s population, is running pell mell to the cannon's 
mouth because the youth of Germany believes that Germany's cause 
is right. The youth of Austria and the youth of Turkey could not be 
impelled, even by conscription or by the’ pursuasions”’ of superior officer, to 
the bravery that is being exhibited, were it not that in their hearts they 
believe that they are serving their country in a righteous cause. These are 
things we forget—things we do not bring to mind just because our thoughts 
are concentrated so exclusively upon our own point of view, which we feel 
and know in our very souls to be just and righteous. 


~ 


The only justification for War, which a military expert now 
calls stupidity, is that it may possibly lead to peace. The most 
ardent militarist has no other excuse to offer. And yet a journal 
devoted to Liberal principles the other day spurned the idea that the 
Government of this country (or, for the matter of that, any other country 
involved in this struggle) should at this moment tell the terms upon 
which they would consent to peace. Why not? If War were not 
so stupid, a necessary preliminary to its declaration would be exactly that 


‘the terms of peace which each belligerent would accept should be declared. 


If the Hague Conference could insist upon that it would go farther in the 
humanising of war and its prevention than in anything it has not done, 
The British Government, for instance, if it told its terms for peace even 
now might possibly find the War infinitely shortened. Our enemies might 
find these terms so reasonable as to desire to comply with them without 
more slaughtering of the best of their male population. Or the terms might 
be found tobe so unreasonable that a demand for a reconstruction of them— 
a relaxation of them, and a modification of them would follow. Anything that 
could shorten War would tend to put a term to stupidity. Heo, 


In War we do not play with leather, or gutta, or pieces of wood, with 
foot or golf balls, with chessmen, or draughts, or bits of cardboard. War is 
Much more stupid. It plays with the lives and destinies of men; it hurls 
them to damnation just as if they were mere bits of wood or scraps of card. 
board. The Hague Conference ought to set a close time past which, 
after the beginning of any war, the slaughtering of men would be deemed to 
be just as great a crime as the slaughtering of birds out of the proper 
season. ‘Nothing which could put a limit to war could make it more 
stupid; and to make it more stupid seems to have been the net result of 
all the militarist activity these last years. The Krupps, the Armstrongs 
the Vickers, and the Creusots have succeeded in nothing, it would seem, 
save in making war stupid. 

. 

Some of us who are not militarists, who see not only the stupidity of 
‘War but its wickedness and its shame, its utter incompatibility with 
civilisation and ethics, would be well employed in endeavouring to make 
it a little more sensible. Perchance’if we once came to realise how stupid 
War has become, even the present War would be stayed or the sooner 
Shortened. We who have our quarrel just, and who feel the righteousness 
of our cause, feel that there must be a fight to the finish, The finish will 
come when the combatants learn that a military expert of the leadin

ANOTHER “GUNMAN” MURDER IN NEW YORK.

PETROGRAD. 
The authorities in some places continue to display animosity towards Jews. 


The official list published at Petrograd shows thatthe number of Jewish exiles from 
the capital during last month amounts to 117 families. At Novgorod the Governor, 
despite the protest of the Municipal Union, does not permit Jewish military nurses 
to reside there, and those who were already sent to atterid to the wounded were 
expelled. The Ministry has also announced that Jewish shareholders have no 
right to attend company meetings outside the Pale, merely on the ground that 
they possessed shares. In addition, the anti-Semitic newspapers even accuse the 
Jewish Press of agitating against the Russian occupation of the Dardanelles. On the 
other hand, at Kieff, the authorities last week promptly suppressed an attempt to 
revive the blood libel by an accusation that a Jew had extracted blood from a 
Christian servant. It is announced on good authority that the Shulgin case (in 
connection with the Beilis case) will soon be annulled. | .

JEWS’ INFANT SCHOOLS. 


SATISFACTORY YEAR'S WORK. 


‘‘PRECARIOUS FINANCIAL POSITION.” 


The annual meeting of the managers, subscribers and donors of the Jews’ 
Infant Schools (Commercial Street and Buckle Street) was held yesterday week. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, President, in moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, commented upon the work accomplished during the past year 
and described it as exceedingly gratifying. Both schools had been visited and 
inspected by His Majesty's Inspectors and the L.C.C. Inspectors. Official reports 
had not been received, but His Majesty's Inspector, who had paid very long visits 
to the Commercial Street School, had made an exhaustive and interesting report, 
which concluded with a reference to the fact that the “work done was a good 
preparation for the senior department. This result, together with the healthy 
condition and general alertness of thechildren, scems to justify the methods employed, 
and reflects much credit upon the headmistress and her assistants.” The managers 
felt highly gratified with the remarks on the general method of work in the School. 
The Rev. Walter Levin continued tO supervise the teaching of Hebrew and religion. 
He reported that.“* with the progress of the Commercial Street School I have abund- 
ant cause to be satisfied.” In his report ‘on the Buckle Street School he states 
that ‘there can be no question as to the advantage which the Buckle Street 
children enjoy in the zeal and ability with which their teachers discharge their 
duties.” Alluding to the general. work of the Schools, the Chairman. said that

THE WAR AND AFTER. 
What is Necessary and Advisable. 


To THE Eprror.—From Mr. LOUIS KLETZ, Manchester. 


Sir,—Three weeks ago, through the medium of the JEWISH CHRONIOLE, I 
ventured to call the attention of the community to the pressing need for an organised 
effort to protect the interests of the Jewish race at the approaching readjustment of 
the map of Europe. | appealed to your support and, true. to your tradition, and 
with ready discernment of the critical position, you have lent the whole weight of 
your influence to the endeavour to arouse Anglo-Jewry from its customar lassitude 
And although few have taken 
advantage of the hospitality of your columns I have reason to know that, as 
regards the mass of Anglo-Jewry, the gravity of the situation is berng realised to 
the full. 

Unfortunately itis not possible to speak with the same confidence of those 
who, by reason of birth and social position, as well as force of habit, have come 
to be regarded as our natural leaders. The men who, one would imagine, should 
be the first to step into the breach, are determined to hold aloof, and Iam informed 
on unimpeachable authority that a proposal to form a representative Committee 
has met with a flatrefusal. Into the reasons for this attitude it is not necessary to 
enter ; it is not novel and it speaks for itself, but the fact is depressing. | 

It is true that the President of the Board of Deputies, at the last meeting of 
that body, assured us that “at the conclusion of the War the Conjomt Committe 
would not be found unprepared to take such steps in the cause of Jewish rights 
and interests as may be necessary and advisable.” But without the lefAst deste to 
question or belittle the value of that highly diplomatic, not to say cryptic, -state- 
ment, I find it impossible to regard it as satisfactory. And in this opinion J do 
not stand alone. The composition of the Committee (which consists of repre- 
sentatives from the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association). is 
admittedly above criticism, and its talent is all that anyone could Cesire. But 
what the Conjoint Committee considers “necessary and advisable” may not 
coincide with the views of those who are principally concerned, and unless they 
seek an-opportunity of ascertaining those views, and nnt1 they have been authorised 
so to do, I question their right to take action of any kind. More than that, itis 
reasonable to expect that any such attempt would be exposed to the risk of prompt 
and emphatic repudiation, with all the deplorable consequences that must result 
from such an occurrence. Yet such is the effect of a spirit of Jaisser Yaére, that 


hardly a voice is raised in protest, and where it does make itself heard it is 
quietly ignored. 


It is my earnest conviction that this isno time for beating abont the bush, 
Outspokenness may save a deal of misconception, and I offer no apology for what - 
Iam about to say: The problem with which we are now confronted is too 


important to permit of experiments. In all matters affecting synagogues and 
charities, and all the thousand and one activities of parochial politics, we are quite 
content to-let those who enjoy it play at being Kings. But in the present instance 
the position is different ; we are concerned with the fate and the feture of millions 
of Jews whose life and happiness are in the gravest danger, and we cannot afford 
to make this momentous question dependent on what the Conjoint Committee may 
decide to be “necessary ” or “advisable.” What is more, we don’t intend to: 
We are willing, nay anxious, to follow our leaders, but only after consultation, and 
on the condition that the views put forward are the views of Anglo-Jewry as a 
whole, and that they are presented with a due regard to the needs and the wishes 
of those primarily concerned. 

The issue is as clear as can be. Jewish blood must not be allowed to flow for 
nothing. If the pious protestations of European Governments ar

THE MESSAGE OF MICAH. 


“ Wherewith shall I come before the L 


: ord, and bow myself before the high 
God ?”—Micah vi., 6. 


Such is the question which Micah urges the people of Israel to keep in 
remembrance, and he answers it for them in words which we may disregard 
but can hardly ever forget: ‘ He hath showed thee, O man. what is good ; 
and what doth the Lord require of thee but to do justly, to love mercy, and 
to walk humbly with thy God.” These words have been described as 
the greatest words in the whole Bible. They express an ideal of religion 
to which no subsequent age has been able to add either grandeur or 
tenderness, An ideal, be it noted, not of mere morality, but of’ religion. 
Micah does not ask, What does life or character demand of any man? 
but, what doth. the Lord require of thee? And one of the things 
required is “to walk humbly with thy God,” not merely to walk 
humbly, Rigthly ‘understood, and assuming a belief in God, morality 

and religion are co-extensive conceptions. And this view of their identity is 
the view set forth in the golden words of ‘Micah, words to be carried about 
by everyone who desires to be well-inspired and rightly guided in his journey 
through life.’ Micah puts this question and answer before us as embracing 
the whole duty of man. But while this lesson is addressed to all men, 
perhaps they have a special significance for the Jew, and for that type of 
Jew of our own day, in particular, who is inclined to discriminate between 
morality and religion, and to argue that so long as-he leads a moral life he 
can aftord to disregard the specific claims which religion makes upon him. 

The Lessons of the Prophets. 

From very early times, almost since we have had an organised liturgy, 
the reading of a chapter from the Prophets has formed a regular feature of 
every Sabbath afd Festival service. And this arrangement has been a 
fortunate one for the Synagogue, for it has made successive generations cf 
Jews familar with the teachings of the Prophets, and thus has served to correct. 
any tendency that might otherwise have developed itsclf to exaggerate 
the priestly element in Judaism. What gives its never-failing value to the 
life and work of these inspired prophets of Israel and an eternal power to 
their words is the fact that they rise before us as the living and embodied 
and divinely-illuminated conscience of a God-fearing people. And they 
come from every quarter and every grade of the national life. They repre- 
sent no privileged class and no established order. They represent the out, 
pouring of the spirit of God from the heart of the people. One day it is the 
voice of Amos, the obscure.and humble shepherd. of the hill-country of 
Judea, hearing the call of God amidst the silence of the hills. Another day 
it is Isaiah, who speaks to us as a man whois at home in the precincts of 
the royal court. Or it is Jeremiah or Ezekiel from the heart of the priest- 
hood, or Micah, the prophet of the poor. From every point of the compass 
in the field of the nation’s life they come before us, awakening, arresting, 
arousing, questioning, appealing, and denouncing in the name of God— 
preachers of right conduct. : 

The Teaching of Right Conduct. 


Their teaching is that we should live our whole lives as in the presence 
or the Lord, the righteous Judge; in all public. affairs as in every private 
relationship. They come as God's messengers keeping alive the constant 
searching of the national and individual conscience. They voice the con. 
troversy of God with His people, as of a father with his children, } Their 
searching appeals range over every individual and every national inisdoing 
or omission or neglect. They spare no class or rank, they bow to no con. 
ventions. They speak fearlessly the plainest words of duty to God and 
religious patriotism. These men of God stand before us in the history of 
Israel as the true revivalists in every generation. It was their spirit which 
gave the religion of Israel its wonderful and unique ethical force. These 
great and inspired nationalists created a new national conscience ; they 
produced the noblest form of patriotism which has ever been seen; indeed 
we might say, the only form of patriotism which is truly noble and uplifting 
—patriotism in which love of countr; is wedded to religious devotion and 
religious duty. To those men, the makers of Israel, the only true and faithful 
patriot and citizen was the man who strove to mould all bis life and all the 
life of his countrymen into dutiful obedience to the righteous God. His 
whole life was just an answer to the question of our text: “Wherewith shall 
I come before the Lord?” And the result of their teaching, the infection 
of their spirit, the power of their message, Is seen in the uplifting of theiy 
national life on the wings of religious aspiration and progressive morality! 
while the rest of the world was morally stagnant. In the light of these con- 
siderations, we take up the words of the prophet Micah. He flung them out 
into the life of his countrymen two thousand six hundred years ago as the 
medium they needed for their souls’ good. And the medium is still needed, 
the words are never out of date. He still speaks as the living contemporary 
of everyone of us in this direct and searching appeal: “ What doth the Lord 
require of thee, O man! but to do justly, to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly ? ”’ 
Recall to Simplicity. 

As we look over our ‘life, over our own heart and our personal habits» 
over our social ways and customs, our political servitude to party rather | 
than to principles, a servitude which seems sometimes to endanger public 
morals ; as we think of the cynicism and the vices with which a great deal 
of our modern life is honeycombed, as we think of the pride and aggression 
and force which rule in so many departments of life, the excitement, the 
amusement and self-indulgence which rule in so many others, as we think of 
all that is‘happening at the present time and the moral causes that have led 
up thereto, we can hardly deny that we need to be called back to these 
direct simplicities of ancient and honest faith. — It is in these simplicities and 
sincerities that the moral power of the Hebrew prophet is specially found.

Simply to be faithful, undeviatingly and unflinchingly 
faithful to the fundamental things, which are generally plain enough. |= Now 
we, on the other hand, many of us, unlike the ancient prophet, are in the 
habit of talking much about the complexity of modern life or society. | And 
we do not always sufficiently bear in mind that life may be very complex all 
around us, and yet our duty in the inidst of it may be very simple and 
plain. In matters of conduct or opinion, of custom or fashion, we feel, very 
likely, the diversity of manifold influences playing upon us, the force of many 
currents that drag us this way or that. Or, to change the metaphor, we feel 
what a tangled web of diverse threads it is in which our life is but a part; 
and so we make our excuses. If our life is in the main a purposeless thing, 
following no clear call of God, moved by no persistent enthusiasm. or 
emotion, doing little or nothing for any of the greater calls that are always 
appealing to us, we plead the complexity of life as an excuse. So it happens 
again and again, in almost every field of conduct, that lives are running to 
waste, and characters are enfeebled, and men who might have done things, 
good or great, do little good of any sort, and their apology is that life is so 
very complex.

But this ancient man of God, with his prophet's mission, lays his hand 
upon us, and tears off all the web of the world’s sophistry with this plain 
question: “What doth the Lord require of Thee?” And his answer 
solves for if we are at all sincere, the riddle of ‘all our hesita- 
tions and uncertainties and ambiguities. His answer tells us_ that 
the motive-power of all our life and. conduct, and the value of our 
life, its character for good or ill, is in the things we hunger after, and not 
merely in the things we do. A truly just man is the man who not only does 
what is just, but doves to do it; the man who cannot bear to do otherwise. 
Moreover, it is the man with the passion for justice in his @pul. who keeps 
justice always in the world, just as it is the man with the paswn for freegom 
in his soul who saves his country from acquiescence in any torm of slavery,

or the man with the passion for peace who is the fearless peacemaker. or 
the man with a passion for purity who keeps and lives a clean life. On the 
other hand, the moral feebleness of a great part of our life and society, to 
what is. it due?

Treatment of Patients at Daneswood Sanatorium.

The 
matron was also questioned at very considerable length concerning other complaints, 
and patients who were at the institution at the discharge of the complainants were also 
interviewed. We are strongly of opinion that these patients had no real cause for com- 
plaint concerning their geheral treatment by the staff, and that the matron was perfectly 
justihed in dismissing them, but she admitted that her action in compelling the com- 
plainants to walk to the railway station in the rain constituted an error of judgment on 
her part Having regard to the conversation we had with her, there is reason to believe 
that no similar occurrence will arise in the future. |

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE :

AST Wednesday, Mr. Isaac Seligman, the respected communal 
worker and head of the well-known banking house of Seligman 
Brothers, completed his eightieth year. Mr. Seligman, who joins the 
octogenarian ranks in good health and cheerful spirits, was kind 

enongh to receive a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, who prevailed 
upon his natural modesty sufficiently to obtain a few impressions of his long 
career of public service. 

Mr. Seligman. has been connected. with 
various Jewish institutions for half-a-century, 
working on the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
the Anglo- Jewish Association, the Jews’ Deaf 


mittee, and the Borough Jewish Schools ; 
besides acting as a member of the Council, of 
the Berkeley Street Synagogue. With the 
Anglo-Jewish Association he has been asso- 
ciated from its birth. It was the late Dr. 
Benisch and the Rev. A. Lowy who induced 
him to join the Association, and Mr. Seligman 
remembers attending a meeting at Dr. 
Benisch’s house, at which Sir Francis Gold- 
smid presided. This was, he thinks (though 
he is not certain), the inaugural meeting of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association.

It was at the instance of the late Mr. Lionel 
Cohen that Mr. Seligman joined the Board of Guardians. To Mr. Seligman, Mr. 
Cohen remains still the ‘ béau ideal” of the Jewish communal worker. “ He was 
such a capital organiser,” he remarked, ‘‘ and knew so well how to manage bis 
colleagues on the Committees. He was, besides, an intensely hard worker, always 
taking the utmost pains, and he enjoyed the goodwill of all his fellow workers

‘had been reached in the formation of new institutions, though he humorously 
added that there were so many aspirants for distinctions and honours that he did 
not think that the creation of new organisations would really stop. ‘* Personally,” 
he went on, “it seems to me that there is no necessity for fresh institutions. We 
have not the money to support them, and the various organisations are always 
driven to appeal to the same restricted circle of contributors, who, out of a feeling 
of fellowship and kindness, are loth to refuse a subscription.” 

Mr. Seligman rather believes that what is needed is more centralisation of 
charitable endeavour. He is not certain that that would save money, but con- 
tributors would, at all events, be preserved from the necessity of facing the fire of 
SO many institutions and, as he bluntly put it, the boredom would be less. 


The Coming Influx. 


‘‘I think,” said Mr. Seligman, “that the Jewish institutions in London do 
their work well. The best organised of them is the Board of Guardians. I have 
been on other bodies—non-Jewish as well as Jewish—but from the beginning I have 
been imbued with respect and admiration for the way in which the Board has 
discharged its task. I consider it the premier institution in the community ; and, if 
I.may say so, it is my pet institution.” 

Like most others who ponder over the situation, Mr. Seligman anticipates a 
new influx of immigrants when the war is over and the bars and bolts imposed 
by circumstances are removed. “I am afraid,” he pointed out, “that we 
shall have to do a good deal, and to put our hands into our pockets for the poor 
Polish Jews, who are suffering dreadfully just now at the hands of both armies, 
and must be in a terrible condition. Our one hope is that emancipation may 
come at last, and by enabling the Jews to escape from the Pale, give them a 


chance of earning a decent living and becoming independent of the assistance 
of others.’ 


Mr. Isaac Seligman, 


He has seen a good deal 


American Jews. 


Although Mr. Seligman has not been in America for a considerable number 
of years, he remains in constant Communication with people on the other side. The 
Jews of the United States, he believes, enjoy considerable political influence. But 
socially, the influx of so many Russian Jews has not helped the native-born Jews. 
That trouble, how-ver, Mr. Seligman believes will eventually wear off. 


American Jews and the War. 


Turning to the criticisms that have been passed upon certain Jews in the United 
States in connection with the War, Mr. Seligman expressed the view that although the 
Jews referred to were of German extraction, the 
fibre of their body. 
America were centred all their interests and all their hopes. As f j 

or their 
alleged pro-German attitude, Mr. Seligman pointed out that it was, influenced 
solely by the cruel ill-treatment that Jews had suffered in Russia, adding, how- 
ever, that it had been materially modified since the actual declaration and progress 
of the war. From all he heard nearly all neutral Jews were friendly to England 
‘suppressing their feeling against Russia under the force of circumstances. 


Jews in Finance. 


In reply to questions regarding the position and power of Jews in the financial 
world—a matter always of burning interest for many anti-Jewish critics—Mr 
Seligman made several interesting points. Financial power, in his opinion ie 
largely passing from Jewish hands. Through the creation of joint stock banks all 
over the world the individual Jewish bankers, he points out, do not occupy the 


same commanding status as formerly. Jewish finance’ in Ameri

over and over again by a better treatment of the Jews, If the Russian Govern- 
ment would emancipate the Jewish population it would obtain much better terms in 
any foreign financial operations, through securing the co-operation of Jewish 
financiers. . There is not a Jewish banker in the world that would not gladly help 
Russia in this direction if only a degree of justice were accorded the oppressed 
Jewish residents.” 

This is an important statement, but it expresses no more than the truth. 

In consequence of the War Mr. Seligman spent his birthday quietly at home. 
But it will be a source of pleasure to the public to know that be has no intention 
of resigning any of his public work so long as he is able to continue it, All good 
wishes to this excellent coreligionist ! 7

SOCIAL SERVICE IN EAST LONDON. . 


MINISTERS’ PIONEER WORK. 

The Rev. L. Morris, B.A., preached his final sermon at the East Iondon 
Synagogue last Sabbath, prior to his departure for Glasgow to take up the duties 
of Assistant Minister at the Garnethill Synagogue. Mr. Morris devoted his ser- 
mon to Social Service in East London, and in particular to the work carried on 
under the auspices of the United Synagogue with the generous help of Mr. Leopold 
de Rothschild. The United Synagogue Scheme, he pointed out, afforded 
facilities for the equipment of students in what, day by day, was becoming more 
imperative and indispensable'in the life of a minister. At the same time, it was 
believed that a cure had been found for that additional malady of Jews’ College— 
“leakage,” and raw recruits would no longer be sent direct into responsible 
positions. The preacher proceeded, as follows, to describe some of the work 
carried on | 

The Visiting Ministers attached to this Synagogue have been particularly active in 
counteracting the Missionary enterprise. It must be gratifying to know that our talks to 
the parents of those children reported to be attending the Mission Halls were sufficient to 
stop the visits of the unsuspecting children, and in addition have resulted in the collapse 
of one such Hall. The enterprise is experiencing a rather aggravating slump. To the 
day schools also our interests have been directed. No-religious propaganda is there 
carried on; but we have so to speak held watching briefs on behalf of the Jewish children. 
At the School Care Committees we have endeavoured to be of some pond a and have on 
numerous occasions aided these bodies by being in a position to interpret not only the letter 
but the spirit of a request made bya Jewish parent. I speak throughout of our first year's 
work only. We have kept in touch with many hundreds of Jewish children of the district, 
large numbers of whom had never seen the inside of a Hebrew class until we drew the atten- 
tion of the parents to the existence of the various branches of the Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion Board's Schools. A rough estimate of the number of children thus attached to those 
classes for the first time would not be far short of 220. Numerous lads, through our scheme 
have joined the Jewish clubs, about 190 in all; and the girls who leftthe day school were 
advised to become members of the School Girl Guilds. We have assisted the people of the dis- 
trict, particularly the younger generation, to find suitable employment. We haveattimes 
appeared at Courts of Law to appeal on behalf of some who were led away by hasty or mis- 
guided judgment. We have taught some of the few Christian women-folk married to Jewish 
men, and enabled them to satisfy the examining Board of Dayanim for admission to the 
Jewish faith. These are a few phases of our pioneer work: the first atiempt at systematic 
synagogue Visitation. And here it would be well to dispel once and for all an allusion 
under which some appear to be labouring. Mr. Stern is in no way being relieved of his 
ministration in Stepney. On the contrary, many of our cases have, by reason of their 
difficulty, proved additional burdens to him. Associated with me in the work has been my 
colleague, the Rev. D. Hirsch. You will already have learnt of the valuable services he 
is rendering to this scheme. His boys’ club organisation is one of the finest pieces of 
work of its kind in London. His devotion to this new work of our East End Scheme is 
evoking much well-deserved praise. Mr. Hirsch and 1 during our first year put in over 
2,000 visits to homes and to schools and other institutions. Now I have heard people — 
speak of the ubiquitous Mr. Stern, but until he is endowed with the heavenly quality, 
Omnipresence, it is false flattery to pre-suppose him capable of undertaking, even with 
the valuable co-operation of his active colleague, Mr. Braun, the manifold duties that 
have been carried out by the two Visiting Ministers under the supervision of a Committee 
of the United Synagogue. For, be it remembered, our visits have not been sign-the-book- 
and-leave visits. Nor did we goto dole out charity. We went to advise, to console, to 
befriend, to encourage. And if the proanaee with which we were greeted and the er- 
ness with which we were sought after are any guide to the success of the new organisa- 


tion, then we may safely previse happy results for a development of the sch

‘‘NOT ENLISTING JEWS.’’ 
COMPLAINT TO LORD KITCHENER. 


The following correspondence has been handed to us for publication. We 
are not surprised that the Army Council sternly discourage the exhibition of anti- 
jewish feeling in the army, though it is clear that in far less exalted ranks the 
prejudice does exist :— ‘

My Lorp,—A few days ago one of my sons applied at the Guildhall Recruiting Offic” 
to be enlisted in the 4th City of London Fusiliers. Particulars were taken as to his fit- 
ness, and he was then told to call the following day for examination by the doctor. 

Immediately following this instruction, the official at the Recruiting Office asked him 
whether he belonged to the Church of England. On his replying that he was a Jew, he was 
informed ‘that that Regiment was not enlisting Jews in their ranks. The lad then went 
to the Head Office of this Regiment, where he was told the same thing. Naturally, he 
came home and told me about the matter, 

The following day I myself went to the Guildhall and asked the soldier in charge 
whether it was true that my son had been refused on account of his faith. The soldier at 
first replied that the lad was refused because his height was not up to the standard, but 
when I asked him point blank whether it was correct that they did not enlist Jews in that 
Battalion, his reply was: “Neither we do.” 1 thereupon rang up the Shaftesbury Street 
Headquarters, and explained the matter. After keeping me waiting a little time on the 
‘phone, I was told to send the lad along, and they would take him on. Myson was very 
eager to serve, and did not allow ;himself to be deterred by this refusal of the 4th City of 
London Battalion. He applied elsewhere, and 1 am glad to say he has now enlisted in the 
Bucks Yeomanry. 

I may mention that I have two other sons in the army—one in the Royal Field Artillery, 
at Piershill Barracks, Edinburgh, and the other with the London Rifle Brigade at Crow- 
borough Camp. é 

- At atime like this when—in your name, my Lord—the young men of this country are 
urgently appealed to to give their services, and so many young Jewish fellows are ready 
and eager to join, it seems a pity that their ardour and enthusiasm should be damped by 
an incident like this, the news of which speedily spreads, and might have an evil effect, and 
doubtless deter others of our faith who are anxious to respond to your appeal and serve

SIR,—His Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs has received a 
telegram from Athens from His Majesty's late Ambassador at Constantinople, in which he 
requests that an expression of his warm acknowledgment of the great services rendered 
by the United States Ambassador at Constantinople to him and to the British community 
in that capital during the pa%t few days should be conveyed to Mr. Morgenthau. 

No word, Sir Louis Mallett says, can express his sense of indebtedness to Mr. 
Morgenthau and to his staff. His Excellency accompanied Sir L. Mallett to the station, 
greatly assisting his departure and that of his staff, and it was entirely owing to his 
exertions thata large party of British subjects, who were prevented from leaving on the 
night of his departure, were allowed to go on the following day. 

I have the honour, under instructions from Sir E. Grey, to request you to be so 
good as to convey to Mr. Morgenthau the deep gratitude and warm appreciation of His 
Majesty’s Government for the friendly and invaluable assistance rendered by him, and 
at the same time Sir E. Grey desires me to express his own personal thanks to his 
Excellency for the help accorded by him to Sir L. Mallett. 


LETTERS FROM JEWISH SOLDIERS. 


A Month in the Trenches. 


The following letter was sent by Rifleman H.. Freeman, 1st Rifle Brigade, 
to his wife :— 


We are having two days’ rest after a month in the trenches, and 
what a time we have had! It is almost impossible to describe on paper. As for 
myself, thank God, I have scraped through, but it has been a narrow thing with 
me on three occasions. Once, with a shell which killed my chumon my left ; 
and the two bullet holes I have got in my cap which missed my head by half 
an inch. But I got a bit of my own back last week before breakfast I sent 
one German to a better land. It was like this. We were about 150 yards 
away from their trenches. At night, when it is foggy, I and another man had 
to go out in front of our trenches to look out they should not come too near 
us in the fog. Well, we lay there in a hole (I and my chum) from 12 o'clock at 
night till next morning. Just as the fog was clearing away I spotted two 
Germans coming towards me. Well, it was a case of who saw who first, anda 
lucky thing for me and my chum that I spotted them first. ‘‘ Quick Jack,” I said, 
‘here they are,” and as two rifles spoke two Germans finished their military 
career. Iam glad that you are all in the best of health, and thank 
God Iam the same. One thing I can tell you, that if you wanted to recognise 
your loving hubby you would have to break .the clay and mud off me before 
‘you could find me. We have been rolling in it for a month, eating it, drinking 
it, each time we move an arm or a leg it cracks and breaks off. 


‘** Crushing a Tyrant.’’ 


Corporal D. Shinwell, A Company lst Battalion, writing home on October 
31st to his mother, Mrs. D. Shinwell. (who has, as already stated in these 
columns threesons withthe colours), mentions “ that the weather is very bad here, 
and it is getting bitter cold, so anything in the way of luxuries is very welcome.’ 
Speaking of his brothers he says, that “they have joined in a good cause to do 
their duty as men and Britishers, to assist in crushing a tyrant and his assistants.” 


Grave and Gay. 


The same writer’s letter to his father is a quaint mixture of humour and 
gravity. “Idon't think you would know me now,” he writes, “if you saw me; 
| I have not had a wash or a shave for over a fortnight now, but I 
feel as if it was a year since I had one. I ought to be walking down the 
Gorbals now with a frock coat and a bowler hat over my ears. I would just be 
right then, because I have a long enough beard for it. ; 


‘All the same, Dad,” he goes on. “I have hada hard time of it. I never 


missed a fight since I arrived here, and have done my bit in laying out Germans 


whenever there was achance. , . . They waituntil it is dark before they move 
when they attack our trenches, but we are always ready for them and give 
them ‘socks’ every time. . . . By the way, I will make a good navvy 
when I am finished, because I have done so much ‘digging lately.” 


AN INTERESTING INCIDENT. 


The corporal mentions that the funniest thing he has seen yet “ was one day 
when over 300 gave themselves up to us. We were firing at them, when suddenly 
they began to wave all sorts of things—handkerchiefs, towels, shirts, and helmets, 
and anything they could get their hands on.

THE BRAVE FRENCH. 


The French people, says the writer, are about the bravest people he has ever 
Women and children leave their homes even when there are shells flying 
about. ‘One old couple were calmly working in their field where we were 
actually fighting at the time.”

ence to keeping aroll, I bethought myself of writing to you, Sir, My own Chap- 


lain. My thoughts went back to the various occasions on which I offered up 
prayer .with you, also, on festive occasions, when I, one of many, drank to 
vour good health. I should like to give you ‘an account of the happenings 
here, but, of course, owing to the strict censorship, I have to adhere to limitations. 

I came out here with the first draft of the Expeditionary Force and was at 
Mons, also on the great retirement, the privations of which I must not £0 into 
detail over. I also “inspected” (ironical sarcasm) the trenches on the Marne and 
the Aisne, and found them quite comfortable, excepting where they were extremely 
damp (six inches of mud). . Nevertheless, after many hairbreadth escapes and many 
acts deserving of few “Iron Crosses,” my unit was transferred to another part of the 
front, which was very much hotter than the previous position. A most emarkable 
incident whilst defending the Aisne was the bringing of newspapers from Paris 
by aeroplane, almost daily. We also get a periodical supply 0! tobacco and 
cigarettes, also woollen knitted necessaries, such as socks, mutts, gloves, etc. 
We are at the present moment enjaying a few days’ rest, for which we are truly 
thankful. 


Leeds Jewish Soldier in the Trenches. 


Several letters containing thrilling experiences have been received from 


‘Private ‘Lazarus Cohen, a Leeds Jewish soldier in the Argyll and Sutherland 


Highlanders. News has been circulated in.the city that he is dead, but this is 
untrue. In one letter the writer says; At present we are heavily engaged with the 
Germans. They tried to break through with a might attack, but they were 
repulsed with a rapid rifle fire. In the morning there were hundreds of dead and 
wounded. They tried again to break through, but failed. We have a gap 
between our trenches and those of the Middlesex, and two hundred of the enemy 
crept on their hands and knees towards us. We could see them coming and 
thought we would give them a chance of surrendering, but they tried a dirty 
trick, and we put the bayonet through them all. It was a terrible sight to see, 
but | am getting used to it now. We are going through some hardships, but we 
are keeping as cheerful as we can. Iam writing this letter in the trenches. We 
were called out to dig more trenches, when all of a sudden the Germans found 
our range with their artillery, and for the time being we had to seek shelter. I 
had another narrow escape. | | . 
A NARROW ESCAPE. 


In a letter dated November 16th, Pte. Cohen writes:—I am very grateful 
for the cigarettes you sent me. Faney that man taking a rumour to my wile that 
[I was dead. Iam still in the land of the living, but have been in some dangerous 


quarters. One night we were digging trenches when all of a sudden there was rifle 
tire from the Germans. We got the order to put on our equipment and get behind 


cover. Suddenly I felt a shot which I thought had struck my rifle. I looked to 


see if there was a hole or mark, but couldn't see any. Two days afterwards we 
had ammunition inspection, when I discovered a hole in one of my left pouches, 
two of my rounds being marked with the German bullet. 


A THRILLING TIME. 


Keferring to a later incident, Cohen says: We were defending a position at. 
the front of awood when suddenly one of the enemy's shells burst close by to 
where I was entrenched. I thought my last day had come. Three of my com- 
rades were buried right up to their chests. I may tell you I said my prayers four 
mes that day. I hid a similar experience the next aay, but it was a shrapnel 
shell. Later. we got word to retire. You could not wish to see,a braver man than 
our Major. I have never seen stich a man to encourage other men to follow him,

PETROGRAD. 

lDbumng their second and third visits to some of the Polish townlets the 
Germans completed the destrucuon begun by them during their first appear- 
ance. Among the townlets which thus suffered terribly from wholesale robberies 
and contlagrations were Seradz, Pabianitzi, Kensk, Blashek and Ritchivil: In 
many places leading Jews were arrested, and at Kalish, in their preparations to 
evacuate the town, the Germans seized Rabbi Chonin, two Shochetim and 
two Jewish merchants as hostages. Whole Jewish comnminities abandoned their 
townlets, and wandered from place to place, only to be followed by the enemy 
and joined by new groups of refugees. Some of our coreligionists proved 
their courage by extricating women and childrein from dangerous positions 
under a rain of bullets. Many children were lost on the way, and many others 
died. Temporary barracks are now the new homes of thousands of formerly well- 


placed Jews. 


At the same time mysterious Polish agents with alleged Yiddish pro-German 
proclamations, which had. been prepared by our enemies, have been discovered 
agitating against the Jews among the soldiers in many parts of the Pale. In 
many places the libels invented by the Poles and the short shrift of the courts- 
martial led to the hanging of leading Jews as traitors, as well as to the flogging, 
imprisoning and exiling others for alleged assistance to the Germans. At 
Warsaw the police were obliged to guard on arrival the Jewish refugees from 
excesses. At Sapotzkin the synagogue was searched (in vain, of course) after 
midnight for an alleged telephone communicating with the Germans: When- 
ever the Russian authorities thoroughly enquired into the charges they were dis- 
proved with the aid of the clergy and officials. Thus at Pilvushki two 
colonels visited the synagogue ts thank the Jews for the loyalty to Russia which 
they had exhibited during the German invasion of the townlet. 

The most tragic fate, however, befell the communities of Skernevitz, Grodzinsk, 
and Sochatcheff. After having withstood all the oppression of the German, and 
especially the Austrian-Polish, invaders, as well as the wholesale robberies of the 
local Poles on the evacuation of the townlets by the Russians, all the Jewish 
residents, on the false charges of Poles, were exiled from the townlets by the Russian 
commanders, No exception was made even in the case of women and children. 
Most of the Jews marched to Warsaw, headed by their Rabbis. Others dispersed 
in the neighbourhood. A few Jewish contractors to the Army who were allowed 
to remain refused to avail themselves of the privilege. The Jews of Grodzinsk 
were subsequently allowed to return there, as the Polish libels against them had 
been fully disproved. 7 pets 

In thedistrict of Lodz, the Jews have formed a militia of 2,000 men to guard 
the telephone and telegraph lines, which mysterious agents had frequently 
attempted to cut, in order to accuse the Jews of the crime.

AT THE BRIGHTON MILITARY HOSPITAL 


Last Sunday the Chaplain visited the Military Hospital at Brighton and spoke 
to Rifleman Sol. Harris, K._R.R., who is recéiving medical treatment there. This 
soldier had been engaged in the fighting from the outbreak of the war, and among 
his many interesting experiences was a two days’ journey he took with anether 
soldier in charge of some 25 German prisoners, fearing all the time that they might 
be overpowered by the captives, In the recent fight round Ypres, a shell had 
exploded over‘a trench in which Harris lay, killing three men and wounding 
four others, including Harris. He was brought back to England, and his left arm 
has been amputated. He is making excellent progress. 


THE POLISH JEWS AND THE INVADERS —STRIKING DOCUMENT.

SrR,—Now that the controversy about the proposed Jewish Battalion has died 


p natoral death, I think it right to lay before the community a recital of certain 


facts which have hitherto been kept back from them.

: cussing my action in approaching the War Office upon the subject, charged me 


with misleading the War Office in coming to a wrong decision. Moreover, you 
laid stress upon the fact that in taking these steps with the authorities, I was acting

No further comment of mine is needed, but I certainly think that you owe an 
explanation to the community in the matter, 


» [The “certain ex-military gentleman, a Mr. W.” referred to by our correspondent 1s 
Captain Webber, of High Street, Kingsland, and the letter from Lord Stamfordham 
addressed to him was shown to us by Captain Webber under what we understood 
was strict confidence. We treated it accordingly, and publish the above communica~ 
tion only after having ascertained from Captain Webber that he has no objection to 
the facts concerning Lord Stamfordham’s letter being made public. We have 
satisfied ourselves that the telegram he addressed to the King contained no 
offer “in the name of the British Jews,"" as Mr. Adler states, and we fail to 
see anything in our comments upon Mr. Adler's representations to the War 
Office which can . possibly bear the construction he thinks fit to place 
upon them. We did not say either in so many words or inferentially that he 
“was the first who had done anything in the matter,” nor is our view as to the 
reprehensible nature of the course he took and the words he used in his letter to the 
authorities in the least modified by the fact that Captain Webber's offer had been 
previously declined. That circumstance is not in the least any justification for what 
we termed Mr. Adler's “irresponsible communications” in which we ventured 
the opinion that he “exceeded the facts and his own duties.” As to the first 
paragraph in Mr. Adler's letter, it is only fair to observe that it appears,to say the 
least, to be premature in face of the announcement we print elsewhere of a meeting 
to be held for forwarding the Jewish Battalion movement, while the views of the War 
Office may be considerably changed should the movement prove to be.a success. For 
that reason, Lord Stamfordham’s letter did not influence our views in the matter one 
way or the other.—F-DITOR. |

I thought that it 
might be proper of me to go and visit him, and I went last Sunday to the hospital, 
and though I came at an hour much earlier than the visiting times and without a 
permit yet the chief ward officer was good enough to make an exception and he 
allowed me to see the Corporal. When I was taken over to him by the Red Cross 
nurse I gave him the usual “Sholom Aleichem” greeting, and a sudden brightness 
seemed to beam over his face. When I explained to him that I had seen his name 
in the JEWISH CHRONICLE and I had come to visit ‘him he expressed to me how 
jovful he felt at meeting a fellow-Jew and to have a chat with one. I then gave 
him the JEWisH CHRONICLE and he seemed to be so much moved that he could 
hardly express his delight. I also gave him a box of cigarettes, which come asa 
boon to the soldier, but the JEWISH CHRONICLE put quite a new spirit into him, 
and I just write to tell you what a pleasant effect your valuable paper had on that 
wounded young Jewish soldier. After having a chat with him for about twenty 


minutes I wished him a speedy recovery. He leaves the hospital to-day for a 
convalescent home. .

THE LATE MR. ISAAC JACOBS. 
A TRIBUTE FROM MELBOURNE, 


In the quietude of the Sabbath morn of October 10th, at St. Kilda (Melbourne), 
Australia, there passed peaceably into. eternal rest—Isaac Jacobs, a noble, 
generous and high-minded man—a Jew in'the truly spiritual sense of the term, 
one who loved mercy, did justly and walked humbly with his God. Mr. Jacobs 
was so closely identified with Melbourne Jewry that it would indeed be difficult to 
conceive any movement in the community in which he was not a conspicuously | 
active participant. He held the position of President of the Melbourne Branch of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association almost since its inception and was most zealous in 
his endeavours to increase its popularity. He was one of the founders of the 
St. Kilda Synagogue and was a keen watchman of its interests during the forty- 
three years of .its existence. He was an active and persistent advocate 
of reform in the Synagogue Service and for many years with pen and speech 
strove with sincerity of purpose to advocate his views. His ideal ritual 
was one where spirituality was paramount and prayer was the commune 
of the heart with God. In every task voluntarily undertaken by Mr. Jacobs 
vigorous effort was the abiding element, and the foundation of the agricultural 
colony of Russian Jews at Shepparton in this State was the coping stone of his life 
of strenuous endeavour. The scheme is a success and the workers in that 
fertile irrigation settlement of Victoria need hold in grateful remembrance their 
benefactor who helped them so generously to establish themselves in this free and 
bounteous country. And his work at Shepparton was typical of the work of a 
life spent spent in striving to uplift the lowly, to succour the afflicted, and to help 
the unfortunate and down-trodden. His soul has gone to his. Master and of him 
it may with truth be said, “ Well done thou good and faithful servant.”

A military friend—by the way, a great admirer of our people—has been chaffing 
me on account of “the intuitive drift” of some of our young fellows to the 
financial branch of our military service—the Army Pay Corps.

he evolving apple-pie order out of unavoidable chaos. And if he attacks single- 
handed whole regiments of figures, if he wield the doughty pen in preference to 
the sword, who shall say him nay? He is doing his duty conscientiously and well, 
making possible the circulation of what is virtually the life-blood of our Army and 
the dependents thereof. He is to be found in most of the army centres of the 
kingdom, from near-by Chatham to chilly Aberdeen. And he has to work hard, 
very hard, for his none too generous pay. 


The whirligig of time is soon to bring us face to face with Chanucah, but what 
a different Chanucah from that of other years !

Would they engage in hide-and- 
seek with the Afikomon, or discover who could dispose, without making a wry 
face, of the largest sprig of bitter herb? There seems no limit to the possib‘lities 
of this new element in twentieth century “ Judaism.” . 


The cemetery schnorrer has found a defender, an upholder of his—and her— 
ancient rights. A correspondent th-ows the gauntlet into the arena and calls me 
to order—none too gently, either'!—for venturing to criticise these communal] 
“parasites.” She calls them the outcasts of other generations, the inevitable 
aftermath of complacency and the dole. And what is more, they are essential ; 
they are necessary. How many mourners, I am reminded, are dependent upon 
others to recite the prayers for them; how many would otherwise leave the Beth 
Haim with prayers unspoken, were those humble media not at hand! Well 
said, so far as it goes, but it touches merely the fringe of a vast subject that 


encircles our charitable system, our synagogue organisation, and the spread of - 


nothinyarianism in our midst. 


. My correspondent had an experience which illustrates how widespread is thig 
custom of reading prayers by deputy. She had had occasion to visit the cemecery 
some little time ago, and when about to leave, was approached by a man and his 
wife, who evidently had noticed the prayer-book she carried. ‘* Would she read 
prayers for them, over the resting-place of their little one?” This was done, and 
willingly. Before leaving, a silver coin was pressed into my correspondent's hand, 
with a few words of grateful thanks. The donors were embarrassed when the coin 
was courteously returned. A few words of explanation, however, quite put them 


at their ease. The habitual sobriety of my friend's attire must have led to a quite 
pardonable error. 


Inquiries made in interested quarters show that the Press censor would be 
something akin to a superfluity as far as our Yiddish publications are ‘concerned. 
The authorities in Paris, it may be recalled, vetoed the publication of war news in 
Yiddish, presumably for the reason that no member of their staff has an acquaint- 
ance withthe patois. In London, however, I have been assured that nothing 
finds its way into the Yiddish papers that has not already appeared in the regular 
daily Press. The leading articles, of course, are pro-English in sentiment. ‘ How 
could they, and why should they, be otherwise?” was the remark ‘made to me the 
other evening at the offices of the Jewish Journal. There is nothing that Fleet 
Street can teach our Ghetto newspaper-men, from the news editor to the circula- 
tion manager. There is the Milchama Special—the special war news-sheet of 
the Journal—hot from the press and right up to date, more of its space devoted 
to news of the progress of the Allied Armies than to the exploits of our enemies. 
Anglicisation, as some folk tell us, may be making rapid progress “down East,” but 
the Yiddish news sheet is with usstill, and apparently is prospering exceedingly. 


What romances and tragedies one might weave around the lives of the Belgian 
refugees! I could hardly refrain from smiling the other morning when a little 
knot of young fellows from Antwerp pointed admiringly to the name-plate above 
the roadway. There was nothing that seemed-to call for attention, much less 
admiration, and I puzzled my brains until it dawned upon me that there was a 
reason after all. The name of the street was Leman Street. And who knows not 
of General Leman and his heroic defence of Liége is to be pitied indeed. Coinci-

SOME MUSICAL ITEMS.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


Ido not know if many of my young readers when 
they have exhausted the columns (the war, alas! has 
restricted their number) of ‘‘ Young Israel” ever turn 
to the more numerous pages of the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
of which -our little sheet forms a part. I hope they do, 


for one of the objects of ““ Young Israel” is to interest 


them inthe affairs of Jewry as a whole sothat when 
they’ grow older. they may take their part, a worthy 
part, in the life of the community and of the Jewish 
people. My reason for expressing this hope is because 
in last week’s JEWISH CHRONICLE there was a summary 
of a paper read before the Jewish Historical Society by 
Dr. H. P. Stokes, the new President, which calls for 


some comment from me. 


A Christian and Our History. 


The first point to which I would draw attention is 
that Dr. Stokes isa Christian. To those of our people 
who are inclined to regard Jewish history as a matter 
of no account it must come as something of an eye- 
opener to find that there are Christian scholars (for 
Dr. Stokes is only one of several) who by no means 
share that view, and who take the deepest interest in 
the great story of our people. Dr. Stokes has made 
himself a. master of the early history of the Jews in 
F-ngland, a study that calls for avery close acquaintance 
with Judaism, Jewish customs, and the Hebrew language. 
There are not many who can vie with the new President 
of the Jewish Historical Society in knowledge of these 
matters. 
: The Jews in England. 


But his Presidential address was of interest quite 
apart from the personality of the scholar who delivered 
it. The paper reminded us that there were great 
communities of Jews in this country before their expul- 
sion at the end of the 13th century, and although they 
led a somewhat chequered existence they were not 
devoid of material or intellectual resources. The kings 
of England found the Jews very useful in obtaining 
money for their wars and other public purposes, and
